SOUTH   AFRICAN    MISSION 


JOHN,  on  the  Isle  of  Patmos,  saw  "another  angel  flying  in  the  midst  of 
heaven  having  the  everlasting  gospel  to  preach  ...  to  every  nation, 
and  kindred,  and  tongue,  and  people."  Eighteen  centuries  later  a  young 
boy  knelt  in  prayer.  The  answer  to  his  supplication  has  altered  the  course 
of  human  history  and  has  affected  the  lives  of  millions.  The  "other  angel" 
and  messengers  like  him  were  sent  from  Heaven's  courts  to  usher  in  a 
new  dispensation  of  the  true  gospel  of  Christ. 

Soon  after  the  restoration  of  the  Church  the  Lord  instructed  his 
prophet  to  send  elders  to  the  Southern  tip  of  Africa.  In  1853  the  first 
Mormon  missionaries  stepped  off  the  boat  in  Cape  Town.  Since  that  day, 
hundreds  of  missionaries  have  borne  their  testimonies  to  the  people  of  the 
continent.  The  honest  in  heart  have  responded  to  the  whisperings  of  the 
Spirit  and  have  joined  the  true  Church  of  Jesus  Christ.  From  humble 
beginnings  a  great  mission  of  the  church  has  come  into  being. 

The  South  African  Mission  covers  an  area  the  size  of  the  Continental 
United  States.  It  encompasses  the  Republic  of  South  Africa,  the  Republic 
of  Zambia,  and  the  British  Crown  Colony  of  Rhodesia.  It  is  a  mission 
where  many  languages  are  spoken.  The  two  most  prominent  ones  are 
Afrikaans  and  English.  Of  the  Church's  5,000  members  approximately 
50%  speak  Afrikaans  in  their  homes.  Services  are  bilingual  and  every 
missionary  is  expected  to  learn  proselyting  discussions  in  both  languages. 
Recently  the  First  Presidency  made  the  South  African  Mission  a  2i  year 
foreign  speaking  mission. 

The  spirit  of  the  land  is  one  of  colonization  and  industry.  From  the 
vast  veld  lands,  bush  country,  and  semi-tropical  areas,  modern  cities  have 
arisen.  Fertile  farms  now  grace  the  Rhodesian  bush  and  the  South  African 
veld.  Fruits  of  every  variety  are  grown  in  the  Cape  and  Natal  provinces 
of  the  Republic.  Gigantic  copper  mines  form  a  "copperbelt'  'in  Zambia. 
South  Africa,  rich  in  minerals,  is  the  world's  largest  producer  of  Gold. 
Diamonds  and  precious  stones  from  South  Africa  and  South  West  Africa 
are  world  famous.  Southern  Africa  is  justifiably  called  the  "jewel  box  of 
the  world." 

More  precious,  however,  than  gold  and  diamonds  are  the  people  of 
these  three  nations.  The  South  African  Voortrekkers  and  the  Rhodesian 
Pioneers  have  left  a  legacy  of  beauty  and  prosperity  for  their  descendants.

Colonizers  from  all  parts  of  Europe  have  brought  their  spirit  of  industry 
and  courage  to  the  land.  This  spirit  is  especially  manifest  in  the  converts 
who  have  swelled  the  ranks  of  the  Church.  As  evidence  of  this,  in  every 
major  city  there  stands  a  Mormon  Chapel  witnessing  to  the  truthfulness 
and  completeness  of  the  fulfillment  of  the  Apostle  John's  prophecy.  Seven- 
teen chapels  dot  the  mission  and  five  are  under  construction  or  in  the 
planning  stages. 

The  mission  headquarters  are  located  in  an  exclusive  suburb  in  Johan- 
nesburg —  a  modern  metropolis  on  the  Transvaal.  From  "Cumorah",  as 
the  mission  home  is  called,  emanates  inspiration  and  guidance  from  the 
mission  leaders.  President  and  Sister  J.  Golden  Snow  from  Raymond, 
Alberta,  Canada  welcome  all  who  pass  through  Cumorah's  gates  with 
true  "western  Canadian  hospitality."  President  and  Sister  Snow  are  loved 
and  respected  by  the  members  and  missionaries  of  the  Church.  _ 

Assisting  President  Snow  as  his  First  Counsellor  in  the  Mission  Presi- 
dency is  President  Daniel  A.  W.  Cherrett.  Each  of  the  auxiliaries  has  a 
mission  head  who  directs  the  work  of  the  particular  auxiliary  throughout 
the  mission.  Recently  the  Mission  Relief  Society  was  placed  for  the  first 
time  under  the  direction  of  a  local  member.  Sister  Anna  de  Wet  was 
called   to   act  as   Mission   Relief  Society  President. 

The  mission  has  four  organized  districts  —  one  in  each  of  South 
Africa's  four  provinces.  There  are  21  independent  branches  and  3  depen- 
dent ones.  Transvaal  District  holds  half  of  the  membership  of  the  mission. 

The  missionary  organization  consists  of  9  missionary  districts  each 
presided  over  by  a  District  Leader.  There  is  at  present  one  Organized  Zone 
which  includes  the  five  districts  in  the  Transvaal.  The  Zone  is  presided 
over  by  a  Zone  Leader.  The  Mission  President  has  two  Assistants  to  the 
President  who  travel  throughout  the  mission  as  his  representatives.  The 
Mission  Office  Staff  consists  of  the  Publications  Editor,  Mission  Secretary, 
Assistant  Mission  Secretary,  and  the  Mission  Recorder.  Of  the  78  full-time 
missionaries  62  are  American,  5  are  Canadian,  10  are  South  African  and 
1  is  Rhodesian.  There  are  1 1  states  of  the  United  States  represented. 

This  is  but  a  brief  introduction  to  the  South  African  Mission.  The 
Story  of  the  Church  in  Southern  Africa  is  best  told  by  the  people  who 
know  it  the  best  —  the  South  African,  Rhodesian,  and  Zambian  Latter- 
Day  Saints.  Here,  in  the  words  of  their  representatives,  are  the  stories  of 
the  branches  which  when  combined  form  .  .  .

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Cape 
Hears  Gospel  in  1853

THE  hill  Cumorah  —  the  landmark  which  stands  as  a  monument  to 
the  restoration  of  the  Gospel.  12,000  miles  in  a  land  far,  far  away  in 
the  shadow  of  another  mountain  is  a  humble  namesake  of  that  sacred 
place  —  another  Cumorah;  the  home  of  the  Mowbray  Branch. 

Here  it  was  that  the  Gospel  was  first  brought  to  South  Africa.  Here 
a  week  before  Easter  in  the  year  1853  three  young  Mormon  missionaries 
landed  at  the  beautiful  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  of  which  Sir  Francis  Drake 
said :  "This  is  the  fairest  Cape  in  all  the  world." 

Then  on  Saturday  April  23,  1853  the  following  announcement  appeared 

in  the  South  African  Commercial  Advertiser  announcing  their  first  meeting. 

The  success  of  that  first  meeting  that  Easter  Monday  may  be  judged 

from  the  following  report  which  appeared  on  Wednesday   of  that  week 

under  the  heading : 

"THE  MORMONS" 

Three  disciples  of  Joe  Smith  who  arrived  here  a  short  time  since  from 
America  made  application  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Municipality  for  the 
use  of  the  Town  Hall,  'as  three  missionaries  from  America  were  desirous 
of  giving  lectures'  which  as  usual  was  immediately  complied  with.  The 
first  lecture  took  place  on  Monday  night,  the  hall  was  crowded,  and  for 
a  time  the  meeting  was  conducted  in  a  very  orderly  manner,  until  two  or 
three  extraordinary  assertions  from  the  lecturer  drew  forth  denials  from 
various  parts  of  the  room,  upon  which  a  scene  of  confusion  ensued,  that 
induced  one  or  two  of  the  Commissioners  who  were  present  to  persuade 
the  lecturers  to  dissolve  the  meeting,  which  they  succeeded  in  doing.  The 
following  letter  has  since  been  addressed  to  them  by  the  Secretary : 

'Town  House,  26th  April  1853 
Gentleman  —  //  having  appeared  from  what  occured  in  the  Town 
Hall  yesterday  evening,  that  the  object  contemplated  by  your  application 
has  been  misunderstood,  and  as  I  cannot,  with  the  express  sanction  of  the 
Board  of  Commisioners,  authorise  any  other  meeting  of  the  same  descrip- 
tion, I  have  the  honour  to  acquaint  you  that  until  such  sanction  shall  have 
been  obtained,  directions  have  been  given  not  to  allow  any  such  meetings 
at  the  Town  House.

But  the  missionaries  were  not  discouraged  by  their  inauspicious  begin- 
ning, for  they  went  from  strength  to  strength,  meeting  in  a  friend's  house 
initially,  and  experiencing  so  much  success  that  by  August  of  that  year 
the  first  Branch  in  South  Africa  was  organised  in  Mowbray.  But  Cumorah 
in  Mowbray,  as  the  Saints  to  today  know  it,  was  only  purchased  by 
President  Nicolas  G.  Smith  in  1916  from  Colonel  F.  Rhodes,  brother 
to  Cecil  John  Rhodes  (Founder  of  the  Rhodesias).  It  was  made  the 
headquarters  of  the  South  African  Mission  and  served  as  such  until  1960. 
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Then  it  was  that  President  O.  Layton  Alldredge  arrived  fronn  Salt 
Lake  City  with  the  distressing  instructions  from  the  First  Presidency,  to 
move  his  base  of  operations  to  the  more  densely  populated  Transvaal.  So 
arrangements  were  entered  into  which  would  result  in  the  tearing  down 
of  the  Old  House,  and  of  the  "Little  Chapel"  built  in  1919.  Now,  even 
though  plans  for  the  R  100,000  reconstruction  programme  have  been  ap- 
proved, Cumorah,  now  officially  Mowbray  Branch,  still  stands  and  will 
continue  to  stand  forever  in  the  hearts  of  those  who  have  worshipped, 
lived  and  have  grown  up  in  those  old-fashioned,  dear-to-the-heart  build- 
ings. To  them  the  buildings  will  always  be  as  President  LeGrand  P.  Back- 
man  blessed  them  in  his  dedicatory  prayer  when  he  said,  ".  .  .  May  this 
group  of  buildings  stand  as  a  witness  of  the  philosophy  of  Thy  great 
Gospel  and  be  the  means  of  bringing  about  the  spiritual,  the  intellectual, 
and  physical  development  of  Tliy  people.  May  it  indeed  be  Zion  in  South 
Africa,  for  Zion  is  the  dwelling  place  of  the  pure  in  heart  .  .  .  May  all  who 
worship  herein  be  filled  with  tolerance,  with  compassion  for  the  unfortunate, 
with  sympathy  for  those  that  sorrow,  and  with  love  for  their  fellowmen". 

From  this,  "The  Mother  Branch"  has  come  a  great  outpouring  of 
love  for  their  fellowmen,  for  Cumorah,  now  Mowbray  Branch,  has  sent 
and  continues  to  send  many  of  her  sons  and  daughters  into  the  Mission 
Field. 

Here  in  this  oldest  branch  in  the  Mission  there  is  a  great  unifying 
strength  among  the  priesthood  members;  and  that  strength  is  the  testi- 
mony that  Jesus  is  the  Christ,  a  testimony  which  is  borne  from  Cumorah 
to  the  world.

Chapel  Graces  Port  City

npHE  East  London  Branch  lies  in 
-*-  the  Eastern  part  of  the  Cape 
Province.  East  London  is  a  well 
known  holiday  resort  as  well  as  a 
busy  port,  with  a  population  of 
about    50,000    Europeans. 

Unfortunately  no  records  of  the 
early  history  of  the  branch  are 
available  prior  to  1953.  However, 
Brother  Kenneth  Jubber,  a  member 
of  long  standing  has  in  his  possess- 
ion a  hymn  book  given  to  his 
grandfather,  Brother  Benjamin 
Adolphus  T.  Jubber,  by  one  of  the 
early  missionaries,  Elder  Artimus 
Crane,  who  dated  the  book  1st 
April,    1910. 

Little  is  known  by  present  mem- 
bers of  the  branch  activities  of  those 
early  days,  but  about  the  year  1929 
Brother  Charles  Henry  Jubber,  son 
of  the  above  mentioned  Benjamin 
Jubber,  was  the  mainstay  of  the 
handful  of  members  comprising  the 
branch  at  that  period.  At  the  time 
meetings  were  held  in  the  homes 
of  different  members,  but  princi- 
pally in  the  home  of  the  late 
Brother  John  Toughey  and  his  wife 


Sister  Elsie  Cornelia  Toughey.  From 
this  period  onwards  and  during  the 
war  years  Brother  Charles  Jubber 
kept  the  branch  going. 

In  August  1953  the  missionaries 
were  in  charge  of  the  branch  acti- 
vities, and  at  that  time  Elder 
Wayne  J.  Meudenhall  and  Elwood 
Vest  Eddy  were  labouring  in  East 
London.  On  the  21st  August  1955 
at  a  special  meeting  in  which  Presi- 
dent LeRoy  H.  Duncan,  Mission 
President  presided,  it  was  proposed 
the  branch  take  care  of  its  own 
affairs  and  to  this  end  the  following 
names  were  presented  and  unani- 
mously sustained :  Alfred  J.  Corri- 
gan  —  Branch  President,  Melvin 
H.  Jubber  —  First  Councillor. 
Clarence  E.  Krull  —  Second 
Councillor,  Clement  Human  — 
Branch  Clerk. 

From  this  period  onwards  the 
Saints  in  East  London  started  a 
concerted  fund-raising  drive  with 
the  object  of  building  a  chapel, 
with  the  result  that  the  building 
operation  started  in  February  1963. 
The  chapel  was  completed  and  offi-

Early  Saints 
"TREK"  to  Zion

A  RECENT  missionary  sister,  on  her  first  day  in  Durban,  looked  down 
at  the  view  from  Howard  College  and  said  to  her  companion,  "Why, 
it  is  beautiful \"  People  of  Durban  are  inclined  to  agree  with  her.  A  busy 
port  in  a  sub-tropical  climate,  sandy  beaches  fanned  by  cooling  sea- 
breezes,  and  surrounded  by  luxuriant  foliage,  plus  an  occasional  blow 
of  mountain  air  from  further  inland,  makes  Durban  Saints  proud  of  their 
city.  This,  however,  was  not  the  opinion  of  Elder  Henry  A.  Dixon,  who 
in  1861  pioneered  missionary  work  in  Natal.  He  wrote:  "South  Africa  is 
a  hard  country  to  labour  in,  and  tries  the  constitution  of  men."  His  first 
convert  was  a  sugar-planter,  A.  H.  Noon,  from  Isipingo,  10  miles  from 
Durban,  whose  brother  also  joined  the  Church  —  a  Branch  thus  being 
formed.  However,  in  1865,  Elder  Minor  G.  Atwood,  the  last  missionary 
to  leave  South  Africa  for  the  United  States,  took  with  him  a  part  of  Saints, 
amongst  which  numbered  several  who  had  trekked  by  ox-wagon  from 
Natal  to  Port  Elizabeth  from  whence  they  sailed  to  America  and  there 
trekked  again  to  Zion  in  Utah. 

There  remains  a  blank  page  in  Durban's  Church  history  until  1922, 
nineteen  years  after  the  re-opening  of  the  South  African  Mission.  Brother 
Tex  Smith,  now  of  Johannesburg,  was  the  first  Branch  President,  without 
counsellors,  and  the  Saints'  Headquarters  were  at  his  home. 

Elder  Golden  W.  Harris,  followed  by  Elder  Knight,  arrived  in  Durban 
at  the  end  of  1923  and  meetings  were  held  in  the  Saints'  home.  The  saints 
numbered  in  all  about  9  or  10  souls.  Brother  Fagan  says  the  meetings 
were  sometimes  held  in  the  missionaries'  sleeping  quarters — a  blanket  being 
strung  across  the  room  to  divide  it  for  the  purpose  of  worship.  Work  was 
very  slow,  the  press  refused  to  accept  "Mormon"  Church  notices,  and 
prejudice  and  anti-"Mormon"  propaganda  was  rife.  By  the  time  Mission 
President  Samuel   A.   Martin  arrived,  the  membership  had  grown  to  20. 

In  October  of  1927  a  stupendous  effort  was  made  among  Saints  and 
investigators  to  encourage  them  to  attend  a  Conference  Meeting  where 
President  Martin  was  to  be  the  principal  speaker.  "Our  efforts",  we  read, 
"were  successful,  for  on  the  evening  of  18th  September  there  were  39 
present,  this  breaking  all  records  for  attendance  in  Durban." 

The  Relief  Society  during  the  times  of  the  notorious  and  world  wide 
depression  were  delighted  to  make  as  much  as  five  shillings  (50  cents)  from 
cake  sale!  In  April  1931  the  Durban  Relief  Society  sponsored  a  concert 
which  proved  to  be  a  huge  success.  Over  400  people  attended,  and  after 
deducting  expenses,  it  left  R45  for  the  Relief  of  the  poor. 
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"Meeting  places  were  changed  no  less  than  13  times",  Brother  Fagan 
recalls,  "being  held  mostly  in  dance  studios."  On,  Sunday,  12  February  1933, 
the  branch  was  officially  organized  for  the  first  time,  Arthur  Fagan  being 
Branch  President,  with  John  Moore,  Counsellor,  and  Arthur  Dunbar  as 
Branch  Clerk. 

Thereafter  is  another  blank  page  until  Brother  Fagan  states:  "In  1937 
the  Durban  Branch  was  re-organised  with  myself  as  Branch  President 
and  brothers  C.  A.  Smith  and  Phillips  as  Counsellors.  The  Relief  Society 
was  again  organised  with  Sister  Hayden  at  its  head."  Through  her  enthu- 
siasm the  Building  Fund  grew  again. 

Prior  to  the  outbreak  of  World  War  II  the  Branch  Presidency  was 
dissolved  and  John  Moore  was  placed  in  charge,  with  no  counsellors.  The 
missionaries  were  recalled,  male  members  went  to  war.  President  June  B. 
Sharp  took  over  the  mission,  and  the  Brarich  was  reorganized,  with  Brother 
Louis  Duncan  as  President. 

Every  family,  from  an  early  date,  paid  25  cents  a  month  to  the 
Building  Fund,  but  it  was  through  Elder  Pinegar,  a  talented  musician  in 
private  life,  that  money  really  poured  in.  He  was  instrumental  in  obtaining 
the  services  of  leading  artists  for  Fund  Raising  Concerts,  the  first  being 
held  in  the  Seaman's  Mission  and  the  final  one  to  a  capacity  audience  in 
the  City  Hall. 

President  McKay's  visit  to  South  Africa  in,  1954  greatly  stimulated 
the  drive  for  Durban's  own  chapel  and  ground  was  purchased  in  Septem- 
ber 1954.  Ground-breaking  ceremonies  took  place  on  September  3rd.  1955 
and  the  Chapel  was  completed,  with  opening  services  on  June  24th,  1956. 

When  Elder  Harold  B.  Lee  of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve  dedicated 
the  Durban,  Chapel  on  October  12th,  1958,  the  chapel  was  filled  to  capa- 
city even  over-flowing.  It  was  a  great  and  moving  day  for  Durban  Saints 
and  many  eyes  were  damp  when  they  heard  Elder  Lee  pray:  ".  .  .  that 
Thou  wilt  cause  that  those  who  mourn  from  this  place  receive  comfort, 
that  the  teachers  who  teach  within  these  walls  may  teach  wisely  and 
may  so  live  that  Thy  Spirit  may  accompany  their  teachings." 

Since  then  membership  has  increased  rapidly.  During  President  R.  G. 
Willson's  time  of  office  plans  for  a  social  Hall  went  ahead,  and  it  came 
into  being  during  the  time  when  Raymond  D.  Bayley  was  Branch  Presi- 
dent. Improvements  are  still  being  made  to  the  Hall  while  the  chapel  was 
enlarged  and  beautified  and  a  lounge  added  at  the  time  that  the  Hall  was 
built. 

Durban's  present  Branch  President,  Walter  Randall,  says  that  it  is 
wonderful  to  see  the  way  the  Lord  is  seeking  out  the  honest  in  heart  in  the 
Durban  area  for  membership  now  stands  at  about  550,  which  is  a  long  way 
from  the  original  9  souls.

Welkom 

Blossoms  as  a 
Rose

rpHE  city  of  Welkom  is  situated 
-*-  in  the  Orange  Free  State.  It  is 
one  of  the  largest  towns  in  the 
Goldfields.  It  is  very  flat  country, 
very  dry  and  hot  with  not  much 
greenery.  The  growth  of  this  town 


has  been  phenomenal  in  the  few 
years  it  has  been  in  existence.  The 
Missionary  Elders  who  first  tracted 
here  would  find  it  very  hard  to 
recognise  Welkom  as  the  same  dusty 
"dorp"  as  it  was  in  those  days. 
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The  first  Elders  to  arrive  in  this 
areas  were  Elders  Royal  Christensen 
and  Merrill  Hansen,  who  must  have 
visualized  a  dishonourable  release 
after  stepping  oil'  the  train,  at  what 
was  then  known  as  Welkom  Station, 
and  looking  into  wide  spaces. 
Welkom  Branch  was  officially  orga- 
nised on  the  13th  March  1955. 
Elder  Gary  Piatt  was  appointed 
Branch  President,  Elder  Elmer  E. 
Wilford,  First  Counsellor;  Brother 
Harry  Greer,  Branch  Clerk;  and 
Sister  Patricia  Robinson  and  Sister 
Joyce  Murdock  as  Branch  Organists. 

On  the  21st  June  1959,  the  Branch 
was  turned  over  to  the  members 
with  President  Robinson  as  the  first 
President  in  the  Goldfields  area. 

The  Chapel  fever  had,  neverthe- 
less, gripped  the  Branch  even  -n 
those  early  days,  and  through 
various  fund  raising  schemes  we  felt 
in  a  position  to  ask  the  Mission 
President,  then  President  Glen  G. 
Fisher,  to  purchase  a  building  site. 
Permission  was  granted  and  a 
beautiful  site  was  chosen  and  paid 
for.  At  this  state  President  Fisher 
was  released  and  President  All- 
dredge  arrived  to  take  up  his  duties 
as  Mission  President.  The  Ground 
Breaking  Ceremony  was  held  at  the 
end  of  September  1962. 

This  was  the  time  of  rejoicing  as 
well  as  deep  sadness.  Our  architect, 


Mr.  Roy  Lyall,  died  as  a  result  of 
a  car  accident  early  in  December. 
The  Chapel  stands  as  his  final  work. 
This  was  also  the  testing  time  of 
the  faithfulness  of  the  Saints.  The 
builder  took  advantage  of  working 
with  honest  people  and  ab.sconded 
with  a  large  sum  of  the  Building 
Fund.  Work  on  the  Chapel  came 
to  a  standstill  and  remained  so  for 
three  months,  which  took  us  back 
into  the  "dark  ages". 

Through  the  good  offices  of  the 
Mission  Presidency  and  Deseret 
Construction,  however,  work  com- 
menced once  more  in  the  building 
up   of   the    Lord's    Kingdom. 

The  Branch  then  held  the  Open- 
ing Ceremony  of  the  Chapel  on 
the  16th  and  17th  of  November 
1963,  which  was  widely  and  largely 
supported  by  the  Saints  of  the 
Mission.

In  Bloemfontein 

Elder    Brown    Dedicated    Chapel

npHE  Bloemfontein  Chapel  is  situated  on  Voortrekker  Street,  facing 
-■-  directly  towards  the  Bloemfontein  Zoological  Gardens.  Missionary 
work  was  resumed  in,  about  1912,  and  a  branch  was  organised  a  few 
years  later.  About  1923,  Brother  David  D.  Deady  became  the  first  local 
member  to  be  made  Branch  President,  the  missionaries  having  been  in 
charge  of  all  activities  until  this  time. 

Meetings  were  held  in  a  converted  shop  in  14a  St.  Georges  Street. 
The  membership  numbered  18  to  20.  This  number  later  declined,  and  the 
hall  was  relinquished  and  thereafter  meetings  were  in  the  home  of  Brother 
and  Sister  Deady.  It  was  at  about  this  time  that  the  Spear  family  were 
converted  after  investigating  the  Gospel  for  about  two  years.  Four  years 
later.  Brother  C.  B.  Spear  succeeded  Brother  Deady  as  Branch  President 
which  position  he  held  for  23  years  until  his  retirement  when  he  moved 
to  Parys. 

With  the  arrival  of  the  Hubert  family  and  a  few  conversions  the 
branch  began  to  grow  again,  until  it  was  no  longer  possible  to  accommodate 
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the  meetings  in  a  lionie.  A  hall  was  acquired  at  No.  1  Monument  Road, 
tne  pioneers  oi  this  era  were  remarkable  lor  their  laith  and  integrity. 

Ihe  great  depression  ol  the  early  lyjO's  brought  with  it  many  reverses 
tor  the  bloemiontein  branch.  Many  members  lost  their  jobs  as  a  result 
w[  large  scale  retrenchment,  in  commerce  and  industry,  family  alter  lamily 
moved  away  trom  Bloemiontein  in  search  of  newer  and  better  pastures.  In 
a  tew  years,  tne  Spear  family  were  the  only  active  Saints  left  in  bloenxton- 
lein. 

In  the  year  or  two  preceding  the  Second  World  War,  the  missiona- 
ries were  again  making  some  headway  with  the  rebuilding  of  the  branch. 
Shortly  after  the  outbreak  of  war,  the  missionaries  were  recalled,  the  van 
Rooyen  family  left  Bloemfontein,  others  joined  the  armed  forces  and  soon 
only  the  Branch  President,  C.  B.  Spear  remained. 

After  the  war,  a  few  families  started  to  hold  meetings  again.  Shortly 
after.  Brother  and  Sister  van  Rooyen  and  their  family  returned  to  Bloem- 
fontein. The  Missionaries  were  again  active  in  the  city  and  they  were 
soon  able  to  add  a  few  more  members. 

In  1950,  Brother  C.  B.  Spear  retired  and  moved  to  Parys.  The  affairs 
of  the  branch  were  again  entrusted  to  the  missionaries  for  a  few  years,  until 
the  authorities  saw  fit  to  call  me  to  follow  in  my  father's  footsteps  as 
Branch  President. 

In  1951,  a  Branch  Building  Fund  was  started.  The  Saints  worked  tire- 
lessly, a  beautiful  spirit  prevailed  and  soon  a  sizable  sum  of  money  had 
been  collected.  In  1958  we  broke  ground  for  our  new  chapel.  The  build- 
ing was  completed  and  the  first  services  were  held  on  the  6th  September 
1959. 

At  the  afternoon  session  of  the  Branch  Conference  held  on  Sunday 
the  26th  of  March  1961,  Elder  Hugh  B.  Brown  of  the  Council  of  the 
Twelve  Apostles  dedicated  the   chapel. 

The  visit  of  Elder  and  Sister  Brown  was  a  great  event  for  the  Bloem- 
fontein Branch,  not  only  because  of  the  dedication  of  the  chapel,  but 
because  it  was  the  first  time  one  of  the  General  Authorities  of  the  church 
had  visited  the  branch.  Elder  and  Sister  Brown  made  a  deep  impression  on 
the  Saints  here,  and  their  visit  will  be  long  remembered. 

On  4th  March  1962,  President  Sydney  J.  Spear  was  set  apart  as 
District  President,  and  on  that  day,  Brother  Charles  H.  Spear  was  set 
apart  as  Branch  President,  which  position  he  held  until  his  release  on  the 
70th  September  1964,  when  President  Pieter  A.  Milne  was  set  apart  as 
Branch  President  on  the  same  day. 

Our  Branch  excells  in  Spirit,  love  and  unity.  We  really  are  a  happy 
crowd  of  Saints  and  love  doing  the  work  of  the  Lord.

i^NE  table  model  pulpit,  nine 
^^  Deseret  Sunday  School  Song 
Books  (condition  poor),  seventeen 
Songs    of   Zion    Books,    Sacrament 


Tray  and  Glasses,  one  pillow,  two 
suitcases  and  one  large  file  envelope 
— -  these  were  our  possessions.  This 
inventory    was    taken    during    1952 
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when  the  branch  was  under  the 
presidency  of  William  H.  Allen. 
Services  at  that  time  were  being 
held  at  Sanlam  Building  in  the 
heart  of  Pretoria.  Priesthood  and 
Relief  Society  meetings  were  held 
at  the  homes  of  various  members. 

Even  then  the  dream  of  a  chapel 
was  theirs.  Listen  to  this :  "A  Hobo 
Dance  to  be  held  at  the  residence 
of  the  Bibbs  at  282,  Preller  Street". 
The  object :  Building  Fund.  It  is  to 
pioneers  like  these  that  we  owe  so 
much.  Theirs  were  the  dreams  and 
noble  efforts.  Daisy  Kunitz  started 
Primary  at  her  home.  Cecelia 
Harvey  started  the  Relief  Society 
and  Aletta  Judith  Richards  started 
the  M.I.A. 

Soon  we  outgrew  this  one  room 
and  moved — progress  was  being 
made.  We  moved  to  the  Masonic 
Hall  out  at  Villieria  and  such  stal- 
warts as  the  van  Stadens,  Smits, 
Fabers,  du  Preez's  and  Lion- 
Cachet's  had  by  now  appeared  on 
the  scene  and  were  using  their 
talents  and  efforts  towards  what 
seemed  to  be  an  unobtainable  goal 
— ■  a  Chapel  of  our  own. 

The    Saints    worked    very    hard 


•during  those  lean  years,  not  only 
hoping  for  a  House  for  the  Lord, 
but  building  up  their  testimonies 
and  those  of  others  by  their  ex- 
amples. 

Pretoria  Saints  will  never  forget 
the  old  Technical  College  Hall 
where  we  had  our  M.LA.  meetings 
and  for  that  matter  the  Masonic 
Hall,  where  the  brethren  had  to 
clear  out  certain  bottles  on  a  Sun- 
day morning  before  we  could  com- 
mence our  services.  Then  there  was 
the  time  when  just  about  the  whole 
branch  went  down  with  measles  in 
1958.  There  were  hundreds  of  cake 
sales,  braai-vleis's  and  concerts  held 
with  one  aim  in  mind  —  a  chapel. 
Deep  in  our  hearts  will  always  be 
the  memory  of  the  time  when  our 
beloved  Prophet  David  O.  McKay 
visited  us. 

One  day  we  had  a  ground- 
breaking ceremony.  Pretoria  had  her 
own  ground  on  which  to  build  her 
chapel.  "Our"  very  own  builders. 
Nicholas  H.  van  Staden  and  J.  H.  L. 
Smit  erected  the  Chapel  "Deseret". 
To  us  it  is  the  most  beautiful  chapel 
in  South  Africa,  and  a  testimony 
that  the  Lord  hears  our  prayers. 


Ramah 

Divides    to    form    Two    Branches

/^VER  a  hundred  years  ago,  not  long  after  the  Holy  Priesthood  and  the 
^-^  Gospel  had  been  restored  to  the  Earth  through  the  Prophet  Joseph 
Smith,  the  mission  work  of  the  Church  started  in  South  Africa,  but  it  was 
only  after  the  turn  of  the  century  that  the  missionaries  came  to  Johannes- 
burg. Soon  thereafter  a  branch  of  the  Church  was  formed  in  the  Golden 
City  and  meetings  were  held  in  the  homes  of  the  different  Saints.  Then 
in  1918.  as  the  membership  grew,  a  small  shop  situated  on  the  Fordsburg 
Market  Square  was  rented  and  converted  into  a  meeting  house  and  a  home 
for  the  missionaries.  But  the  locality  of  this  place  evidently  proved  un- 
suitable, for  the  venue  was  moved  to  a  shop  in  Auret  Street.  Jeppe.  nearer 
where  most  of  the  Saints  lived. 

As  time  passed  and  the  membership  grew,  the  need  for  a  Church  hall 
became  pressing  and  a  suitable  site  was  chosen  in  Commissioner  Street. 
Three  missionaries,  Elders  Romney,  Ballard  and  van  der  Einde,  played  a 
leading  part  in  the  planning  and  erection  of  the  building.  In  October  1924 
the  cornerstone  was  laid  by  Mission  President  J.  Wyley  Sessions  and  it  is 
believed  to  contain  a  copy  of  each  of  the  Standard  Works  of  the  Church. 
It  should  be  mentioned  that  the  whole  building  was  planned  and  built  by 
the  Saints  and  missionaries  themselves  without  outside  assistance. 

As  the  years  rolled  by  Ramah  Branch  continued  to  grow  while  Com- 
missioner Street  became  a  busy  outlet  to  the  Eastern  suburbs  and  the  East 
Rand  towns.  Noisy  trams  and  motor  vehicles,  not  to  mention  the  clanging 
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fire  engine  from  the  Eastern  Districts  Fire  Station  just  opposite,  all  pointed 
to  the  need  sooner  or  later  for  a  more  suitable  locality,  when  the  time 
came  to  build  a  Chapel.  Early  in  1939.  the  Branch  Presidency  under  the 
leadership  of  Elder  Evan  P.  Wright,  initiated  the  search  for  such  a  site 
and  in  due  course  an  option  was  taken  over  a  fine  site  near  the  Kensington 
terminus.  The  first  Building  F~und  Committee  was  then  appointed  to  under- 
take the  formidable  task  of  raising  the  several  thousand  pounds  that  would 
be  needed  for  the  branch's  share  of  the  ultimate  cost. 

The  outbreak  of  World  War  II  stopped,  momentarily,  the  building 
plans.  As  mission  activities  resumed,  so  did  the  Johannesburg  building 
drive.  Many  obstacles  had  to  be  overcome,  but  in  January  1956,  several 
proud  vSaints  met  to  break  the  ground  in  Highlands  where  their  new  chapel 
was  to  stand. 

A  farewell  service  was  held  in  "Old  Ramah"  on  19th  May  1957,  and 
many  fond  memories  were  recalled.  But  eager  saints  held  their  first  meeting 
in  the  new  chapel  the  following  week.  The  Branch  Presidency  in  "New 
Ramah"  was  as  follows:  President  B.  Chater,  1st  Counsellor  —  W.  S. 
Wrench.  2nd  Counsellor  —  Tex  Smith. 

With  Ramah  comfortably  housed  in  their  new  chapel  and  under  the 
direction  of  dedicated  and  inspired  leadership  the  membership  of  the 
branch  continued  to  grow.  Great  was  the  joy  of  President  Chater  when 
he  announced  at  a  Sacrament  Meeting  that  it  was  the  first  time  in  history 
of  Ramah  that  the  Modern-Fold  doors,  dividing  the  Chapel  from  the  Hall 
had  to  be  opened.  The  opening  of  the  Modern-Fold  doors  proved  to  be  a 
common  occurrence  thereafter. 

The  introduction  of  the  "New  Era"  for  the  missionaries,  Ramah  was 
soon  bursting  at  the  seams.  Sunday  School  classes  were  held  in  every 
possible  space  available  including  the  kitchen  and  the  Branch  President's 
office.  As  this  situation  could  not  be  allowed  to  continue,  meetings  were 
held  and  plans  discussed.  Plans  were  drawn  up  for  a  complete  new  wing 
to  the  building. 

When  the  building  operation  was  completed  it  gave  Ramah  a  further 
nine  classrooms,  it  was  .the  general  opinion  that  all  the  classes  would  never 
be  filled. 

Once  the  Sunday  School  had  reorganised  their  classroom  problem  it 
was  found  that  the  building  was  just  large  enough.  It  was  then  that  it  was 
forecast  (again  by  President  Chater)  that  in  the  near  future  Ramah  would 
again  have  to  be  enlarged. 

Within  five  years  Ramah  was  bursting  at  the  seams,  every  available 
space  was  again  in  use  as  classrooms.  There  was  even  talk  of  the  District 
President's  Office  being  used  as  a  classroom. 

On  the  31st  January  1965,  one  of  the  greatest  events  in  the  history  of 
Ramah  took  place.  This  event  will  remain,  and  be  remembered  especially 
to  the  members  present  at  the  Sacrament  Meeting  of  the  31st  January.  1965. 
President  Powrie  announced  the  very  important  message.  Ramah  had 
1147  mmebers.  the  Chapel  and  classrooms  all  overflowing,  therefore  it  has 
become  necessary  to  divide  Ramah  into  two  sections  which  in  the  future 
will  be  known   as  Ramah  First  Branch  and  Ramah  Second  Branch. 

The  "Demarcation  Line"  so  called  by  President  Powrie  will  extend 
from  the  Heidelburg  Road  into  Johannesburg,  down  End  Street,  into 
Sauer  Street,  on  to  Jan  Smuts  Avenue,  then  to  Oxford  Road  and  around 
to  Orange  Grove.  The  area  to  the  East  of  the  line;  i.e..  Orange  Grove, 
Mission  Home,  Ramah  area,  etc.  will  be  known  as  Ramah  First  Branch, 
the  remainder  on  the  West  of  the  "Line"  will  be  Ramah  Second  Branch. 

George  S.  Samuel  was  sustained  as  President  of  Ramah  First  Branch 
with  James  Howden  as  1st  Counsellor,  James  Rudolph  as  2nd  Counsellor 
and  Edward  York  as  Branch  Clerk. 

Derek  Bennington  was  sustained  as  President  of  Ramah  Second  Branch 
with  George  Long  as  1st  Counsellor,  James  van  Zyl  as  2nd  Counsellor  and 
John  Taute  as  Branch  Clerk. 
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This  was  one  of  the  most  inspiring  meetings  held  at  Ramah.  You 
could  feel  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  present.  We  are  sure  that  the  Lord  has 
many  more  blessings  in  store  for  us  as  we  continue  to  share  the  Gospel 
with  our  Brothers  and  Sisters.

/^  ERMLSTON  is  the  largest  Rail- 
^^  way  Junction  in  South  Africa. 
Another  interesting  fact  is  that  the 
first  fully  operative  Gold  Mine  was 
established  at  Elandsfontein.  This 
mine,  known  as  Simmer  &  Jack  is 
still  in  operation  today.  Primrose, 
being  the  largest  suburb  in  the 
world  is  the  place  where  this  branch 
was  first  organised. 

Elders  Orville  C.  Crigor  and 
Wallace  M.  .Saling.  with  the  per- 
mission of  the  Mission  President  in- 
augurated our  Sunday  School  in  the 
home  of  President  and  Sister 
Norbury  with  no  members  and  30 
of  the  neighbourhood  children.  This 
carried  on   for  some  time. 

The  first  member  to  be  baptised 
bv  Elder  Grigor  was  a  Mr.  J. 
Glasson.  Sacrament  Meetings  were 
started  with  one  member  and 
aoproximately  six  investigators. 
Shortly  after  the  Norbury  Family 
was  baptised  which  brought  the 
membership  to  six. 

President  Norbury  was  our  first 
Branch  President  and  is  still  Branch 
President  today.  Primrose  Branch 
became  an  independent  branch  on 
the    15th    September    1955,   and   the

membership  grew  to  such  an  ex- 
tent that  the  home  of  President  and 
Sister  Norbury  became  too  small 
and  the  church  had  to  move  to  the 
Primrose  English  Medium  School 
Hall,  and  after  a  few  years  to  the 
Masonic  Hall  in  Germiston  where 
services   are   still  being  held. 

The  building  of  our  chapel  will 
be  commenced  on  the  28th  Febru- 
ary 1965.  It  will  be  like  the  Bula- 
wayo  Chapel  with  a  high  pitched 
roof.  Our  testimony  is  the  know- 
ledge that  when  our  chapel  is  built, 
we  shall  become  one  of  the  largest 
branches  in  the  South  African 
Mission.

Krugersdorp's 

''Ensign   Chapel"   Crowns   Hill

OUR  area  is  a  large  one  embracing  Randfontein,  Krugersdorp,  Roode- 
poort  and  Florida!,  approximately  twenty  square  miles.  Krugersdorp 
Branch  was  organised  in  1946.  As  early  as  1943  Sister  Theo  Cherrett,  then 
Miss  Bedford,  a  non-member  at  the  time  was  running  a  Sunday  School  at 
her  Father's  house  in  District  Township  with  the  aid  of  Sister  Edna 
Kewney.  A  monthly  evening  service  was  conducted  by  the  District  Presi- 
dency who  consisted  at  that  time  of  Brother  Norman  Muir,  Francis  Donly 
and  I.  C.  Louw. 

It  was  a  case  of  moving  —  moving  to  new  quarters  every  so  often, 
first  at  Sister  Kewney's  home  in  District  Township  and  then  to  a  small 
part  of  the  Town  Hall.  In  1947  and  1948  meetings  were  held  in  the  Scout 
Hall  and  a  Relief  Society  was  then  in  existence  and  cake  sales  were 
organised  by  Sister  Constance  Paterson.  Mrs.  Robb,  Mrs.  Paterson's  sister 
also  rendered  her  services  at  this  time. 

Elder  Barfus  was  among  some  of  the  early  missionaries  in  this  area, 
also  Elder  Dean  Baxter  who  was  called  the  "Preaching  Travelling  Mormon 
Cowboy  Elder"  —  some  title.  Some  amusing  incidents  happened  at  these 
early  meetings.  One  evening  while  an  Elder  was  giving  a  talk  about  the 
"thick  darkness  which  came  upon  the  face  of  the  earth"  suddenly  a  loud 
clap  of  thunder  was  heard  and  lights  went  out  and  plunged  the  meeting 
place  into  darkness. 

The  branch  later  moved  to  the  Town  Hall  again  and  Brother  Vice  was 
President  of  the  Branch.  Selling  bricks  became  the  next  activity  for  the 
building  fund.  There  was  a  regular  "Pancake  Sale"  at  the  local  Paddy's 
Market  which  did  very  well  with  Sister  Sue  Coetzee,  Sister  Jo  Saw>er  and 
Sister  Theo  Cherrett.  Saturday  mornings  also  found  these  ladies  busy  at 
the  local  market.  Elders  Naude  and  Parks  were  then  in  the  area  and  new 
families  were  joining  every  day.  At  this  stage  the  Greer  family  joined 
the  ranks. 
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In  1952  the  Relief  Society  held  Square  Dances,  and  activities  were  on 
the  increase.  The  Cherretts  had  left  for  Cape  Town  and  then  returned 
around  this  time  and  Brother  Dan  became  the  next  Branch  President. 
Baptisms  and   blessings  were  taking   place   regularly. 

At  last  a  dream  was  realized  and  on  the  9th  February  1963  a  ground 
breaking  ceremony  was  held  for  a  new  chapel  and  work  started  on  the 
beautiful  site  in  Monument  Extension  with  President  Alldredge  in  atten- 
dance. Brothers  and  Sisters  came  from  near  and  far  to  witness  this  cere- 
mony and  among  the  crowd  President  Powrie  and  President  Cherrett  and 
our  beloved  Branch  President  at  this  time,  President  Lionel  Bibb,  gave 
talks.  The  members  got  to  work  with  the  help  of  the  builders  J.  Smit 
and  W.  van  Staden  and  within  the  next  few  months  the  building  took 
shape.

I^NE  evening  in  1952,  young  Miss 
^^  Ann  Els  was  called  to  the 
lounge  by  her  brother.  Here  he 
introduced  her  to  two  American 
Missionaries  who  called  themselves 
"Elders."  Her  brother  explained 
that  Elder  Jones  and  Elder  Slater 
professed  to  have  the  true  gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ.  Immediately  young 
Ann's  interest  was  kindled  and 
through  this  interest  she  became  the 
first  member  of  the  The  Church  in 
Brakpan.  Brother  and  Sister  Martell, 
who  now  live  out  Lesley  way  were 
later  baptised  and  confirmed.  Short- 
ly after  they  were  converted,  the 
Elders  called  at  the  home  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  W.  Balmer.  Although  it 
took  them  quite  a  while  to  convince 
these  fine  people.  Elders  Jones  and 
Smith  finally  baptised  and  con- 
firmed them. 

The  same  picture  can  be  painted 
of  the  birth  of  the  Benoni  Section 
of  the  present  branch.  In  1951  Elder 
Manning  and  Elder  Olsen  brought 
the  Gospel  to  Brother  and  Sister 
Charlton,  who  in  March  1953  were 
baptised  and  confirmed  by  Elder 
Michael  J.  Clarke  and  Daniel  A. 
Bundy.  Meetings  were  alternatively 
held  at  the  homes  of  Sister  Charlton 
and  Mrs.  Marais.  Sister  Charlton  in 
1955  started  Primary  at  her  home. 


The  Benoni  and  Boksburg  Saints 
joined  together,  and  in  1955  they 
were  able  to  make  use  of  one  of 
the  classrooms  at  the  Tom  Newby 
School,  in  Benoni.  for  their  meet- 
ings. From  here  they  moved  in  1956 
to  the  Masonic  Hall  in  Benoni. 

In  1956  Elder  Welling  was  in 
charge  of  the  Benoni-Boksburg 
Branch.  On  Sunday,  July  8,  1956, 
Brother  J.  H.  Adendorff  was  made 
the  Branch  President  taking  over 
from  Elder  Welling.  Brother  Aden- 
dorff retained  this  position  eight 
years  and  has  now  been  called  as 
a   District  Councilman. 

In  1957  it  was  decided  that  the 
Saints  of  Brakpan  should  join 
forces  with  the  Boksburg-Benoni 
Branches;  thus,  the  East  Rand 
Branch  was  born.

Springs  Has 

Three   Miss'Lonaries   in   Field 

SPRINGS  Branch  was  organised  in  May  1933  with  Branch  President 
Daniel  T.  Jubber  now  deceased.  President  Jubber  was  succeeded  by 
President  I.  C.  Louw  now  resident  in  Canada.  When  I  first  came  to  Springs 
from  Somerset  Strand  in  November  1940  services  were  held  in  a  small 
dance  studio  in  2nd  Avenue.  I  well  remember  how  we  all  took  part  in 
cleaning  up  the  offensive  evidence  of  the  night-before.  before  we  could 
start  Sunday  School.  Such  a  state  of  affairs  was  not  conducive  to  spiritual 
growth,  and  soon  we  found  a  more  suitable  place  of  worship  in  2nd  Street. 
However,  we  soon  discovered  that  our  problem  was  not  solved  as  here 
too  the  evidence  of  mammon  had  to  be  removed  before  we  could  worship 
God  according  to  the  principles  of  cleanliness. 

President  Louw  spent  a  great  many  hours  scouting  the  town  to  dis- 
cover a  more  congenial  place  of  worship  and  was  finally  rewarded  with 
a  tiny  shop  just  off  2nd  Street.  But  this  too  proved  unsuitable.  However 
here  the  Saints  developed  a  marvellous  spirituality.  Here  was  born  the 
will  to  own  our  own  chapel!  Here  was  born  our  first  building  fund  under 
the  chairmanship  of  Brother  Alex  Wilson. 

Here  too  we  began  to  grow  in  numbers  so  that  pretty  soon  President 
Louw  was  once  again  scouting  around  for  a  more  suitable  building  and 
finally  managed  to  obtain  the  Masonic  hall  in  1st  Street.  Now  we  had 
classrooms!  The  Saints  began  to  gain  a  greater  knowledge  of  the  Gospel, 
and  as  we  grew  in  the  Gospel  our  desire  to  have  cur  own  chapel  grew 
as  well.  Springs  Branch  finallv  accumulated  enough  capital  to  decide  on 
building.  A  site  in  11th  Street  was  chosen.  Mission  President  LeRoy 
Duncan  laid  the  corner  stone  on  the   17th  October,   1953. 

Springs  Branch  rejoiced!  Now  we  had  a  chapel!  A  recreational  hall! 
But,  alas,  only  one  classroom!  The  Bishop's  office  and  the  Relief  Society 
room  and  even  the  kitchen  were  pressed  into  use  as  classrooms.  Springs 
had  come  a  long  way  but  the  building,  marvellous  as  it  was,  was  still  far 
too  small  to  house  the  church  properly. 

Activity  grew  apace  and  soon  our  beloved  Branch  President  Louw  was 
called  to  the  District  Presidency  and  a  comparatively  new  convert.  Brother 
Henri  de  C.  Hugo,  was  called  to  the  Branch  Presidency.  Our  present  Branch 
President  who  is  a  music  teacher  took  over  from  President  Hugo,  who 
is  now  in  the  District  Presidency.  Under  his  management  extensive  addi- 
tions to  the  chapel  are  now  almost  ready  for  occunancy. 

We  now  have  two  Lady  Missionaries.  Sister  June  van  Niekerk  and 
Sister  Meloney  Petersen  in  the  Mission  field  as  well  as  Elder  Erold  Jubber. 
Brother  Ronald  Duncan  was  our  first  missionary.  He  was  followed  by 
Brothor  Ronald  Louw  and  then  Sister  Marlene  Louw  under  Mission  Presi- 
dent Fisher.  At  the  moment  we  have  Brother  Tony  Storror  our  M.I.A. 
supervisor  waiting  for  his  call. 

Besides  these  we  still  have  Brothers  Val  van  Niekerk  and  Ken  Arm- 
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strong  with  Sisters  Norma  Hulbert  and  Muriel  Armstrong  serving  on 
district  bodies.  It  is  a  far  cry  from  a  little  dance  hall  to  an  edifice  to  be 
justly  proud  of,  and  a  delight  to  have  so  many  of  our  brethren  and  sisters 
holding  important  district  ofTices. 

If  this  is  not  proof  of  the  living  water  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ 
then,  there  is  no  explanation  whatsoever! 


Vereeniging  Branch 


Opens    New    Chapel

THHE  Mormon  Missionaries 
-■-  started  proselyting  the  gospel 
in  Vereeniging  for  the  second  time 
in  late  1960.  There  had  been  a 
branch  in  Vereeniging  which  be- 
came defunct  in  early  1951.  When 
most  of  the  members  left  Vereenig- 
ing, Brother  Johannes  P.  Brummer 
and  his  family  were  the  only  Mor- 
mons remaining.  Elders  Smith  and 
Simpson  were  the  first  missionaries 
to  seek  converts  in  Vereeniging  in 
1960.  Gradually,  as  the  missionaries 
work  bore  fruit,  the  membership 
grew.  Meetings  were  held  at  the 
homes  of  members  until  in  late 
1961  when  the  Scoui  Hall  at  Three 
Rivers  became  the  venue  of  the 
meetings.  Sunday  School  and  Sacra- 
ment meetings  were  conducted  by 
the  missionaries.  During  October 
1961  Zacharias  J.  Pienaar  was  called 
as  Branch  President's  Representa- 
tive and  a  branch  dependent  on 
Ramah  was  organised.  President 
Brian  Chater  being  the  Branch 
President  of  the  Ramah  Branch  and 
of  the   Vereeniging   Branch. 

On  the  19th  of  May  1963,  Ver- 
eeniging was  launched  as  an  Inde- 
pendent Branch  by  President  C. 
Kenneth  Powrie  with  the  blessing  of 
the  Mission  President  O.  Layton 
AUdredge  and  President  Brian 
Chater  of  Ramah  Branch.  President 
Zacharias  J.  Pienaar,  was  unani- 
mously sustained  as  the  Branch 
Presidency.  At  this  time  the  Ver- 
eeniging Peace  Lodge  served  as  the 
meeting  place.  Shortly  after  this 
collections  for  the  Building  Fund 
were  stepped  up.  Members  were 
assessed.  Cake  sales  were  held  regu- 
larly bv  the  Sisters  of  the  branch. 


Plans  were  drawn  in  early  1964 
and  finally  enough  money  was  ac- 
quired to  commence  the  building  of 
a  Chapel.  It  is  interesting  to  note 
that  the  only  ground  suitable  and 
available  was  quoted  at  an  exorbi- 
tant price.  It  was  undecided  for  a 
while  whether  to  build  in  Vander- 
bijl  Park  or  Vereeniging  on  account 
of  there  being  approximately  the 
same  number  of  members  in  each 
centre.  Finally  at  the  instigation  of 
President  Zacharias  J.  Pienaar,  now 
affectionately  known  as  "Sakkie", 
the  members  decided  to  seek  a  site 
in  Vereeniging  more  suited  to  our 
needs. 

After  visiting  the  Town  Planning 
Office  it  was  found  that  two  stands 
were  vacant  in  Grey  Avenue  and 
the  name  of  the  firm  owning  them 
was  solicited.  A  local  estate  agent 
was  requested  to  approach  the 
owners  with  a  view  to  purchasing 
both  stands.  This  was  done  and 
great  was  our  joy  when  the  firm 
(who  had  forgotten  that  they  owned 
the  property)  agreed  to  sell  us  the 
ground  at  a  reasonable  price.  The 
local  members  are  convinced  that 
the  Lord  intended  His  Church  to 
be  built  there  because  the  ground 
had  lain  forgotten  for  a  long  time. 

In  May  1964,  the  site  was  cleared 
ready  to  commence  building  opera- 
tions on  1st  June  1964.  The  breth- 
ren and  sisters  have  worked  hard 
raising  money  by  cake,  jumble  sales, 
and  bazaars  as  well  as  working  on 
the  chapel  building  itself.  The  ful- 
fillment of  the  branch  labours  will 
be  manifest  to  all  on  the  14th  March 
1965  when  the  Chapel  will  be  oflfi- 
cially   opened.

Salisbury  Branch: 

From    Cloakroom 
to    Chapel

THE  Salisbury  Branch  covers  the  whole  of  Mashonaland  and  Manicaland 
which  is  the  northern  half  of  what  used  to  be  Southern  Rhodesia  —  a 
radius  of  about  200  miles.  The  missionaries,  however,  only  tract  Salisbury 
and  its  surrounding  suburbs. 

The  first  missionaries,  sent  by  President  Evan  Wright,  arrived  in 
Salisbury  in  September  1950  and  were  Elders  Allbright,  Biggler,  Winters 
and  McKay.  The  first  meetings  were  held  in  an  Infants  School:  the  pros- 
pective members  having  to  sit  on  tiny  chairs. 

On  December  17,  1950.  the  two  Rhodesias  (Northern  and  Southern 
were  dedicated  to  the  work  of  the  Lord.  A  lovely  spot  on  the  Salisbury 
Kopje  which  overlooks  the  whole  of  Salisbury  and  its  surroundings,  was 
chosen.  The  dedicatory  prayer  was  given  by  Elder  Munro  G.  McKay,  a 
second  cousin  to  President  David  O.  McKay. 

The  first  baptism  took  place  on  February  1.  1951.  at  7  a.m.  in  the 
morning  at  a  natural  pool  about  20  miles  out  of  Salisbury,  and  the  second 
baptism  of  8  members  took  place  during  the  water  shortage  in  Salisbury, 
when  the  members  had  to  dig  their  own  font  and  carry  water  from  the 
Salisbury  Municipal  Swimming  Bath  to  fill  it. 

During  1954  the  Saints  were  forced  to  change  their  meeting  place  and 
for  18  months  had  to  meet  in  the  cloakroom  of  a  Junior  School.  During 
1956  they  met  in  a  Music  Room  in  the  gardens  of  one  of  the  Senior 
Schools.  During  these  years  the  growth  of  the  Branch  was  very  slow  indeed. 
During  the  Korean  War  the  missionaries  were  withdrawn  and  even  greater 
difficulties  were  experienced  by  the  members,  especially  in  finding  meeting 
places. 

In  1959  the  Branch  was  formed  under  the  local  leadership  of  Brother 
Hugh  Hodgkiss  as  President  with  Brother  Kenneth  Trotter  as  First  Coun- 
sellor and  Brother  L.  Clarke  as  Branch  Clerk.  In  1960  Brother  Hodgkiss 
was  released  and  Brother  Kenneth  Trotter  was  sustained  as  Branch  Presi- 
dent —  a  position  he  still  holds. 

In  1960  a  decision  to  build  a  chapel  in  Salisbury  was  taken  and  after 
nearly  two  years  of  wrangling  and  pleading  with  local  authorities  a  piece 
of  private  land  was  eventually  bought  and  the  Ground  Breaking  Cere- 
mony took  place  on  the  13th  March  1963.  Building  was  commenced  in 
April  1963.  and  the  building  was  completed  by  about  the  middle  of 
December,  but  then  there  was  still  much  finishing  work  to  be  done,  which 
the  Saints  did  themselves.  The  official  opening  took  place  on  the  1 9th 
January  1964. 

Although  our  Branch  is  small  we  are  active  in  all  the  numerous 
activities  —  Priesthood.  Relief  Society.  M.I.A..  and  Primary.  We  are  also 
happy  to  say  that  another  lady  missionary,  the  third  within  the  last  few 
years,  is  leaving  us  this  month  to  serve  a  mission  in  South  Africa. 

As  a  testimony  on  behalf  of  the  Branch,  more  people  were  baptised 
in  1964  than  in  any  other  year  since  the  missionaries  first  commenced 
their  labours  here.

Covers    Large    Rhodesian    Area

"DULAWAYO  Branch  covers  an 
-'-'  area  from  Beit  Bridge,  which 
is  the  border  between  Rhodesia  and 
the  Republic  of  South  Africa,  to 
Victoria  Falls  in  the  north,  which 
is  the  border  between  Rhodesia  and 
the  Republic  of  Zambia.  This  is  a 
distance  from  south  to  north  of 
over  500  miles.  The  Branch  covers 
an  area  from  Bulawayo  to  Que  Que 
in  the  East  which  is  a  distance  of 
over  140  miles. 

I  can  remember  Elders  Miller, 
Parker,  and  Sorenson  who  were  in 
Bulawayo  in  1950.  There  was  one 
other  name  escapes  me.  The  Bula- 
wayo Branch  was  organized  and 
managed  by  the  missionaries  in 
1951.  It  continued  in  this  manner 
until  1957.  President  Fisher  appoint- 
ed Richard  Isaacs  to  be  the  Branch 
President  with  W.  A.  Jubber  as 
First  Counsellor. 


Plans  for  the  Bulawayo  Chapel 
were  drawn  up  in  1962  and  nego- 
tiations for  the  ground  were  com- 
menced in  1961  with  the  Bulawayo 
municipahty.  The  building  was 
completed  and  opened  by  President 
O.  Layton  Alldredge  in  July   1963. 

The  Branch  has  had  three  mem- 
bers serve  as  full  time  missionaries 
in  the  Republic.  These  were  Sister 
Jean  Wood,  Brother  Peter  Gartside 
who  is  now  at  the  B.Y.U.,  and 
Brother  Trevor  Southey  who  is  also 
planning  to  go  to  the  B.Y.U. 

Bulawayo  Branch  has  a  dependent 
branch  attached  to  it.  Gwelo  de- 
pendent branch  has  been  a  source 
of  inspiration  for  the  members  of 
the  mother  branch.  We  look  for- 
ward to  the  growth  of  the  church 
in  their  city  as  well  as  our  own. 
To  Share  the  Gospel  programme 
as  instituted  will  certainly  help 
bring  this  about.

Sets    Plans    for    Chapel

A  S  early  as  1952  the  first  Elders  arived  to  proselyte  in  Gwelo.  The 
-^^  missionaries  were  in  Gwelo  for  a  period  of  two  years,  but  their  labours 
were  unrewarded  —  they  left  Gwelo  without  a  single  person  being  baptized. 

During  the  next  51  years  the  Budd  family  had  occasional  visits  from 
the  Elders  stationed  in  Bulawayo.  Then  in  1958  Elders  Dean  Hunt  and 
Melvin  Lawlor  reopened  Gwelo.  Baptisms  for  the  following  two  years 
were  three  Budd  girls,  two  converts  and  Brother  Robin's  wife  and  the 
branch  swelled  by  the  arrival  of  the  Proich  family  from  Johannesburg  and 
the  Frost  family  from  Salisbury.  The  missionaries  were  withdrawn  from 
Gwelo  in  January  1960. 

Nineteen-sixty  was  a  bad  year  for  Gwelo  with  a  gradual  exodus  of 
every  member  with  exception  of  the  Budd  family.  From  a  small  but 
thriving  branch,  Gwelo  reverted  to  a  Home  Sunday  School. 

On  the  19th  March  1962  Trevor  Southey  was  called  to  serve  a  mission 
in  South  Africa.  Needless  to  say,  as  the  only  priesthood  holder  in  a  branch 
of  10  members,  he  was  sadly  missed.  1963  saw  yet  another  member  called 
to  serve  the  Lord  —  Sister  C.  CuUinan. 
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Throughout  1963  and  1%4  Gwelo  had  regular  monthly  visits  from 
the  Bulawayo  missionaries.  During  this  period  group  meetings  were  held 
which  resulted  in  the  baptism  of  Sister  Susan  Black  (April  1964).  This 
happy  occasion  coincided  with  the  return  of  Elder  Trevor  Southey  from 
his  mission. 

In  1964  Gwelo  realized  a  13  year  old  dream  when  President  O.  Layton 
AUdredge  told  Gwelo  members  that  they  must  find  a  plot  and  start  plan- 
ning for  the  building  of  a  small  Chapel.  August  of  this  year  saw  the 
formation  of  our  first  M.I. A.  Although  there  were  no  more  momentous 
events  in  1964,  it  was  a  progressive  year. 

There  was  a  tremendous  boost  for  Gwelo  with  the  arrival  of  1965. 
The  return  of  the  Frost  family  not  only  swelled  our  numbers,  but  with 
their  tremendous  enthusiam,  organizing  ability  and  experience  gained  in 
Salisbury'  they  have  the  branch  functioning  most  efficiently. 

This  was  only  the  beginning  of  what  will  surety  be  an  eventful  year, 
for  within  the  same  month  Elder  J.  Wayne  Baker  and  Elder  Brian  L. 
Zemp  arrived  here  determined  to  build  up  the  Kingdom  of  God.  Their 
enthusiasm  is  certainly  needed  for  they  have  to  ride  their  bicycles  seven, 
miles  to  the  north,  south,  east  and  west  in  order  to  cover  a  very  "spread- 
out"  Gwelo.  With  the  Spirit  of  the  New  Era  and  the  help  of  the  referral 
plan,  hopes  are  high  for  a  very  successful  year  in   Gwelo. 


Copperbeit  Branch 

Saints  Travel  60  to  100  Miles  to  Church

ri^HE  Copperbeit  Branch,  the 
-*-  northernmost  branch  in  Africa, 
is  the  only  branch  in  the  Republic 
of  Zambia  —  previously  Northern 
Rhodesia  —  and  is  spread  over  an 
area  larger  than  England.  It  is 
situated  in  Kitwe  the  "Hub  of  the 
Copperbeit"  and  surrounded  by 
some  of  the  largest  copper  mines  in 
the  world.  Of  its  151  members, 
only  12  of  them  live  in  Kitwe.  The 
rest  of  those  who  attend  services 
travel  from  60  to  100  miles  every 
Sunday.  From  the  other  Copperbeit 
town  they  come  to  do  the  Lord's 
work  and  to  renew  their  covenants 
with  Him. 

The  Copperbeit  had  its  beginning 
many  years  ago,  firstly  in  N'dola, 
where  the  few  saints  who  were  in 
the  area  used  to  meet,  then  the  first 
branch  was  formed  in  Luanshya 
with  the  members  in  Kitwe  holding 
regular  meetings  in  homes  and  halls 
when  available.  In  1961  at  a 
Branch  Conference  held  in  the 
Frederick    Knapp    School    Hall,    it 


was  decided  to  change  the  Luanshya 
Branch  to  the  Copperbeit  Branch 
with  its  headquarters  in  Kitwe. 
Within  a  few  months  of  the  branch 
being  formed  the  idea  of  a  chapel 
in  Kitwe  was  born.  Having  a  very 
small  active  membership  it  was  a 
very  ambitious  idea,  which  was 
brought  to  fruition  only  by  the 
hard  work  of  the  members.  It  was 
in  1963  that  the  plans  were  drawn, 
submitted,  and  passed.  Work  started 
on  the  building  in  mid  1964  and 
was  handed  over  to  us  in  February 
and  now  four  years  after  the  branch 
was  organised  we  will  be  holding 
our  Conference  in  the  Chapel  in 
March    1965. 

Our  new  chapel  is  our  testimony 
to  the  truthfulness  of  this  gospel. 
With  only  a  handful  of  people 
working  to  raise  funds  for  the 
building,  our  chapel  has  been  built 
in  the  heart  of  Africa  and  will  be 
the  only  one  in  the  new  Republic 
of  Zambia.
